now heads. He showed it when, in 1905, after 
13 years of work among the immigrants, the 
small wage-earners and the down-and-outs of 
New York, he wrote six verses which have be- 
come the best-known hymn of social service. 

In seeking his view of the church of the future, 
I did not learn whether he believes that church 
will have one name, or many, as it now has. But 
I did learn that he believes it will act with far 
more unity, and serve mankind far better, than 
it does now. He believes it will be free from 
the present evils of over-churching in some lo- 
calities and under-churching in others; that it 
will distribute its forces where they are most 
needed, in city and country; and that it will win 
the sympathy and support of laboring men, to 
such a degree as it has not won them thus far. 
He hopes that the Federal Council of Churches 
wil laid in bringing these things to pass. 

While he is ready to outline his views of the 
church’s future, Dr. North avoids prophetic-sound- 
ing utterances. When I asked him whether he ex- 
pected to see a great religious revival soon, or, as 
many have predicted, after the war, he replied 
that he did not wish to be dogmatic in a matter

Even if the city were to wait until the co-opera- 
tion of the county could be secured, it would be 
relieved of only a small proportion of the total 
cost. For these reasons the City Plan Commis- 
sion believed that something definite should be 
undertaken as soon as possible by the city of St. 
Louis. 

In the southwestern extremity of the city there 
is uw vast unoccupied territory which is as near 
to the business center of St. Louis as the Cabanne 
district. Its failure to develop has been due to 
the pollution and floods of the River des Peres 
and the lack of transportation facilities. Trans- 
portation naturally has not come since the dis- 
trict did not develop, but will come when there is 
development here. 

Briefly, the .River des Peres plan as presented 
by the City Plan Commission means this, that 
if the city is to expend a large sum of money to 
handle the sewage and storm water problems in 
the River des Peres, it would seem the part of 
good jugment and good business methods to ex- 
end a comparatively small additional sum for 
the sake of bringing this vast idle section of the 
city up to the proper degree of development. A 
railroad, streets (upon which will come good 
transportation facilities) and provision for resi- 
dential and industrial districts, are what is need- 
ed. Each of these things has been included in 
the River des Peres plan. It is estimated that 
within a very few years the entire cost of the 
River des Peres plan can be recouped by the city 
in taxes on additional land values and structures 
which are bound to be erected in this most de- 
sirable part of the city, if given the proper in- 
centive or inducements. 

To handle the storm water and sewage problems 
in the River des Peres will cost about $6,000,000. 
To provide an industrial railroad, certain viaducts 
for the elimination of grade crossings, and to in- 
sure the development of proper streets and trans- 
portation facilities in this district will involve an 
additional cost of about $2,000,000. 

The Board of Public Service has approved the 
River des Peres plan as a matter of great prac- 
ticability and good business policy. The plan has 
heen presented by the City Plan Commission to 
the Mayor’s conference with a, recommendation 
that it be included as a part of the next general 
bond issue for public improvements, whenever 
this is brought before the electorate. 


Development of Washington Avenue 
Between Jefferson and Grand 
The third project upon which the city could 
well afford to concentrate its efforts is 
the development of Washington avenue, espe- 
cjally the portion between ‘efferson and 
Grand avenues. Because of the Eads Bridge 
outlet at the east end of Washington avenue 
ana the tremendous volume of traffic and busi- 
ness on Washington and Delmar avenues in the 
west end of the city, this highway Js destined to 
be the future big business street of St. Louis. 
It oes a width at present of 80 feet from the 


least two, if not three, such traffic thorough- 


over Locust street as well as that from the south 
and southwest sections, not only will Locust street 
become over congested, but there will be an over 
concentration of property values on one street, 
which is a most undesirable and uneconomical 
condition. By developing Washington avenue at 
the present time an over-development of Locust 
street will not occur and a greater improvement 
of property values over a wider area will be the 
natural - result. 

In conclusion I would again emphasize the fact 
that the three projects here advocated are meas- 
ures of prime economical importance, not only 
to the present but the eventual welfare of St. 
Louis, which are of the highest value considered 
solely from a business standpoint.

N estimating the relative value of the several

First. A district plan. 

The fundamental basis of a correct city plan 
is a carefully worked out district. or zone plan. 
Other features of city development can only be 

uccessful if the city has a reasonable, system- 
atic and fairly flexibly scheme for growth, in 
which every phase of its physical, industrial una 
social life is predicated on proved economic 
principles. 

This includes a study of steam and electric 
railroad transportation and a readjustment of 
present lines, terminals, etc., necessary for more 
perfect intercity and suburban service. 

It has the. virtue of creating these essential 
elements of correct city building. 

a. Permanence of values. 

By aiding each class of property to attain 
its highest possible development through the 
harmony of what has heretofore been a clash 
of constructive forces. 

b. Encouragement of industrial growth by 
a free and practically unrestricted expansion. 

c. Health value. 

Surrounding the home life with clean phys- 
ical environment and a more quiet and purer 
atmosphere. 

d. Esthetic advantages. 

Giving each class of property a strongly 
marked character of its own and encouraging 

a more beautiful city. 

The cost of drafting the plan, which has 
been estimated at not over $30,000, ought to 
be paid out of the general revenue. 

Second. Major thoroughfares.

THE TAX CONFERENCE. 

It is gratifying to find Governor-Elect Gardner 
taking a strong attitude on the question of raising 
sufficient revenues for the needs of the State. 
Asserting that he is not afraid of the odium of 
increased taxation necessary to cover all the re 
quirements of the State, he declared “I propose 
to let nothing stand in front of my intention of 
putting the State among the progressive states 
of the country.” 

This is a sound platform. The task will not 
be easy; it will be difficult. But if pressed, the 
end will be accomplished. All that is required 
is intelligent and courageous leadership on the 
part of men who disregard immediate personal 
political advantage to serve the public interest. 
In the long run the men who do this will win 
not only the battle for the State, but the gratl- 
tude of the people. 

Let us not deceive ourselves with regard to the 
problem of raising revenue. We cannot increase 
revenues without increasing the burden of taxa- 
tion in one form or another. The money must 
come from the people. There will be opposition 
to any tax by those who must pay. . Tax dodgers 
will fight for the continued privilege of dodg- 
ing taxes. Special interests will try desperately 
to avoid increased ‘taxation. But the common 
interest, ably and fearlessly supported, will win 
over all special interests. 

Col. Gardner should not be discouraged be- 
cause all the taxes in his tentative list are not 
accepted by the Tax Conference. 
not to be included in the legislative program. 
They are impractical if not unjust.. The taxes 
approved by the conference offer a good begin- 
ning upon which to build a program to meet the 
emergency. They include:

Other suggestions were referred to a commit- 


tee for investigation. 
It is unfortunate that the Constitution pre- 


vents a graduated inheritance tax which should 
be the final goal. The State University should 
have an assured revenue from a separate tax 
levied for its benefit. State and local taxation 
should be separated and classification should be 


legalized. 
These are ends for which to Sates. They 


can best be achieved: by a new Constitution which 


is long overdue. 

Meanwhile the General Assembly must be held 
to its task of mieeting the emergency. After 
that the Tax Commission must devote its labors 
to equalizing taxes and devising measures to 
correct and perfect the system.

America’s formal protest to Germany against 
the Belgian deportation is both an appeal and a 
warning. It entreats the rulers of the Teutonic 
Powers to put humanity above expediency. At 
the same time, it serves notice that in pursuing 
its medieval program Germany risks the est 
and friendship of the neutral countries. whe 
threat is not of physical resentment, but of moral 
resentment. Kings and empires have learned 
before now that moral power sometimes is great- 
er than the power of armies. 

Long ago an unjust man remarked to his 
friends: “I cannot fancy whence this fire fel] 
upon my dwelling.” A holy man who was stand- 
ing by, answered: “From the smoke of the 
hearts of the poor. Guard against the smoke of

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HUNTED RABBIT HUNTERS. 

There’s a reign of terror at Lebanon, Ill. Fierce 
man-eating rabbits infest the lowlands and 
prowl the town’s environs seeking humans to de- 
vour. Several hunters have been attacked and 
bitten, They say 80, anyway, and pull up their 
pants and show you. where. 

Every day or two a prominent citizen and tax- 
payer is sighted in the offing hitting the high 
places for home, with a ferocious rabbit barking 
at his heels and trying to catch him. As often 
as not the hunted hunter arrives so fast that he 
can’t stop at his house and goes right on through 
town. It’s fine training for the rabbits. They 
are learning how to run. 

If you want to know how it feels to be bitten 
by a rabbit, ask Cotton Jones, the popular and 
accomodating letter carrier. He knows. He has 
been “bit” and lives to tell about it. When he 


goes by, the Lebanon folks point at him and say: 


“That’s him.” Talk about fame! 

~ Jones will tell you that he was stalking big 
game in the jungle on the Beidler farm when the 
biggest bunny he ever saw sprang at him. He 
fired both berrels of his shotgun, but the ammuni- 
tion bounced cff. With a snarl, the rabbit seized 
him by the leg and sank its fangs into the tender 
flesh. Yes, this is where you shudder. 

Jones is sure, from the way the rabbit started 
in, that it meant to eat him alive, body, buttons, 
boots and breeches. He shook it off somehow and 
started for home. The rabbit started after him, 
but succumbed to exhaustion and chagrin.

The explanation is the high cost of 
living. The rabbits have just discovered that 
humans are cheap and nourishing. They are not 
ferocious. They are simply hungry. They have 
nothing against the hunter and would not harm 
him. They only want to eat him. 
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THE SOUTHERN NEGRO EXODUS. 

For several weeks before election, newspapers 
were filled with disturbing reports about the col- 
onization of Southern negroes in Northern States. 
Politicians felt, or pretended to feel, that it was 
part of.an insidious conspiracy against the bal- 
lot. The fear perhaps arose from misapprehen- 
sion of the causes of a movement that already 
had alarmed economists for entirely different rea- 
sons. 

There seems to be no doubt that more male ne- 
groes have migrated into'the North within the 
past few years than in any previous decade since 
the Civil War. It is estimated that 125,000 of them 
have gone from the South recently into New York, 
Indiana, West Virginia, Ohio, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Illinois, Massachusetts and Colorado. Many 
of them are leaving wives and children behind, 
promising to send for them later. 

The reasons for the hegira are industrial rather 
than social. It is doubtless true that not a few 
are influenced by the hope that they will find 
more of personal liberty and equality in the North, 
but that is not the motive of the majority. The 
truth is that the Southern negro is mor: and more 


unskilled labor. Formerly he had in the South lit- 
tle competition in the trades of harness-maker, 
mason, blacksmith, shoemaker and barber. Today 
the white man is taking his place in all of these— 
even taking his place as waiter in cafes and hotels 
where he seemed most securely intrenched. 

Unskilled labor, except on farms, is not so cer- 
tain of steady employment in the Southern as in 
the Northern States. Certainly the individual la- 
borer’s chances to better himself are not so great. 
Therefore the negro is going North. 

As yet the South is not worried. It may be- 
come so, however, if the exodus increases: After 
all, negro labor is the foundation of Southern in- 
dustry, and the negro’s departure in increasing 
numbers May mean a genuine economic menace, 
especially if he leaves dependent womenfolk and 
children behind, possibly to become public charges. 
The situation does not appear to mean that our 
perplexing race problem is finding a natural solu- 
tion so much as that it is about to leave its com- 
paratively restricted environment. 
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RUSSIA’S WAR PRIZE. 

Premier Trepoff’s announcement that Russia 
had concluded an agreement with her allies where- 
py she is co receive Constantinople and its waters 
as her prize of a successful war, has an imme- 


the ultimate importance of the arrangement. It 
ig a new and definite reply to intimations in the 
German press that serious negotiations for a sepa- 
rate peace are pending between Russia and the 
eentral Powers. 

That these rumors have been a source of worry 
to Russia’s allies cannot be doubted. That they 
were a source of even greater worry within Rus- 
sia is equally certain. Leaders of the Duma ap- 
parently felt that they had some foundation: in 
fact and this inspired them to continue their thus 
far successful struggle against the Government. 
Trepoff’s predecessor, Sturmer, saw fit to. issue 
a categorical denial, but in spite of it Sturmer 
had to go. The first important utterance of the 
man wiio has taken his place not only supports 
his denial, but gives a sufficient explanation of it. 
It shows concretely how Russia has more to hope 
from standing by her. allies than Germany could 
possibly offer as a counter inducement. 

With Russia in control of Constantinople, the 
Bosphorus and the Dardanelles, German hopes 
of Balkan hegemony must collapse along with 
the entire pan-Germanistic program. It was for 
the realization of these desires that Teutonia 
went to war in the first place. Russia has 
dreamed for a thousand years of seizing the very 
things Trepoff declares is promised her. It is 
not conceivable that any other announcement 
would at this time be so certain to inflame popu- 
lar demand within the Czar’s domains for a 
continuation of the war to the end. 
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ENGLAND’S INDISPENSABLE MAN. 

“Alas!” says Carlyle, speaking of the “one in- 
dispensable man,” “we have known times to call 
loudly enough for their Great Man, but not find 
bim, when they called. He was not there. Prov- 
idence had not sent him; the time, calling its 
loudest, had to go down to confusion because he 
would not come when called,” | 

Did any time ever call more urgently for The 
Man than the present in England? The indis- 
pensable one has not appeared. Those who have 
appeared seem to be pathetically dispensable. All 
the major military operations in which England 
is participating are under the supreme direction 
of French commanders. When the chief command

In civilian responsibilities, the world has gained 
an impression that if other men had replaced 
those to whom power has been committed, they 
would have done no worse and might have done 
better.

not bring peace, but fresh sacrifices, and 
no one can compare German triumphs 
with the Napoleonic; no one can com- 
pare the German position in Europe to- 
day with that of Napoleon after Wa-) 
gram or after Tilsit. 

The allies must fight until the Ger- 
man people assert themselves in such 
fashion as to make a real peace possi- 
ble. The war-must go on until there is 
mot the smallest semblance of a Ger- 
man profit to be drawn from it. This 
is the fundamental fact in the whole sit- 
uation. The German leaders will not 
accept this fact and the German people 
have not yet recognized it. If the Ger- 
man people continue through thé next 
three years to support their chiefs in 
fighting to possess Poland and to hold 


tinue their bettie. 

This is a German war for the con- 
quest of Europe. It was made by Ger- 
many with*the purpose of giving Ger- 
many the position that Napoleon held 
and Louis XIV fought for. This war is 


following the course of the similar wars : 


growing out of the’ determination of 
Europe to maintain its independence 
and maintain it by preserving the 
balance of power. But we have to 
recognize that in the case of both Louis 
XIV and Napoleon the termination of 
the conflicts left France standing, de- 
prived of most of her conquests, but 
with her essential integrity unimpaired. 

In the wars of Louis XIV, in the war 
of the Spanish succession, the last and 
greatest, the Allies set out to rescue 
Europe from the French domination, and 
they succeeded; but when they sought to 
impose terms upon Louis repugnant to 
his people the people raliied to the 
throne and the war endéd not.in the 
conquest of France, but in the treaty 
of Wtrecht, which left France intact. In 
the present war the question of imme- 
diate German supremacy on the con- 
tinent has been settled. It was settled 
at the Marne. The second question, 
that of an eventful German supre-- 
macy based upon a premature peace 
which shall leave to Germany the basis 
for ultimate supremacy, remains wun- 
settled. a 

Wherefore the war will go forward 
until the freedom of Servia and Rus- 
sian possession in Poland, or far better, 
the complete independence of Poland, as 
a permanent barrier to German possi- 
bilities. It is unlikely that. this result, 
will be achieved by any tne att of 
Germany. 
advance in the west will never uh 
the frontiers of France“and Belgium; it 
may be that the German supre in 
the Balkans will not be shaken in bat- 
tle. But behind lines that cannot be 
broken exhaustion will march and from 
Germany there will be demanded an 
ever-growing price, a price out of all 
proportion to that which her western 
opponents, France, Britain or Italy, will 
have to pay individually. 

The entrance of Rumania offered the 
allies a shining opportunity to win the 
war on their own terms: ‘They lost it 
absolutely, and it is highly improbable 
that a similar opportunity will come 
during the present conflict. It is idle 
to attempt to disguise the serious and 
permanent consequences of the Ruman- 
fan collapse. It is difficult to believe 
that it does not abolish the chance of 
a conquest of Germany,-4n the old sense. 
It reduces the problem of the war to the 
simple question: Can Germany be 
brought by exhaustion to make a peace 
which will leave her substantially as she 
was in 1914 and will rescue from her the 
territory and peoples which she has con- 
quered? 

We may see at no distant time a frank 
recognition on the part of the allies that 
they are fighting for the restoration of ‘ 
the status quo of 1914.. But for this they 
must fight until they are exhausted, 
since anything short of this would mean 
that Germany had won, not the present 
war, but such prizes in this war as 


would be invaluable to her in the next | 


war, which would follow rapidly—as rap- 
idly as the wars of Louls XIV followed 
one another until France at last discov- 
ered that the conquest of Europe was 
beyond her and the balance of power 
was indestructible. 

Viewed in the foregoing sense the Ger- 
man triumph at Bucharest must be re- 
garded as only second to the battle of 
the Marne in meaning. The Marne abol- 
ished vain German hopes; the fall ‘of 
Bucharest must put @ term to equally 
allies expectations. We are marching 
toward a draw, but a real draw; not a 
draw which would follow peace now, a 
draw based upon the map of Europe, 
but upon the map of Europe of July, 
1914, not of December, 1916. The chance 
of Tilsit has passed, the likelihood of a 
second congress of Vienna is passing. 
It is toward a new treaty of Utrecht 
that events are pointing. 
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MAKING OF BEER RESTRICTED IN 
NORTHERN PART OF GERMANY 


Beverage Considered Necessity in 
South Germany, Where 498 Per Cent 
of Grain Is Used for Brewing. 

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—Because beer is not 
an indispensable necessity in North 
Germany; yet is considered that in 
South Germany, the North is to get 
considerably less of this product in 
the future than the South. The North 
is to be so restricted that, after it has 
supplied its share to the army, it will 
heve for the civil population only 14 
rer cent of the peace-time quantity. 

South Germany has for some time 
been allowed to use 49 per cent of its 
rain of the necessary variety for mak- 
ing beer. It will receive this same 
percentage during the immediate fu- 
ture. Narth Germany, however, which 
has been granted only % per cent of 
its grain for beer-maktng purposes, is 
now to be reduced to 2% per cent. 
Eleven per cent of this goes to cover 
army needs, so that 14 per cent re- 
mains.

PRELIMINARY STUDIES OF 
«MAJOR STREET” SCHEME 
BEFORE CITY PLAN BOARD 


Projects Include Creation of Olive Street as a 
Commercial Boulevard 100 Feet Wide From 
Twelfth Street to Channing Avenue. 


Preliminary studies of a “major street’’ 
scheme for St. Louis have been com- 
pleted by Harland Bartholomew, engi- 

neer of the City Plan Commissiou, and 
are in the hands of its members. The 
commission will cohsider the scheme at 
its meetings during the next several 
weeks. 

Included in the recommendations for 
widening, rectifying and developing 
main arteries between the business cen- 
ters of the city and outlying districts, 
are provisions for the creation of Olive 
street as a “commercial boulevard” 100 
feet wide, from Twelfth street to Chan- 
ning avenue; ificreasing the width of 
Washington avenue from Jeiferson to 


Grand avenue and the removal of the 
Page avenue line to Lucas avenue, and 
the concatenation of Easton avenue, 
Watson rvad, Gravois avenue, Natural 
Bridge road, Florissant avenue and 
Twelfth street with other streets £0 as 
to extend them to the business section. 
One Improvement Authorized. 

The improvement of Washington ave- 
nue between Jefferson avenue and 
Grand avenue is already authorized by 
ordinance and commissioners appointed 
by the Circuit Court several months ago 
are assessing damages and benefits. The 
plan for Washington avenues <¢ontem- 
plates an increase of width fiom 6v to 
8 feet by adding 10 feet on each side

It is quite evident, therefore, that an- 
other ‘thoroughfare is needed to relieve 
conditions on Locust street, and this is 
Washington avenue. .The development’ 
of the latter will be of great benefit to 
property in its vicinity, since it will 
tend to spread real estate values equi- 
tably.

duce “incorrigible congestion and would 
concentrate “values—which is an unde- 
sirable condition. By providing two good 
streets east and west these values will 
be extended over a greater area-‘and the 
benefit will actrue to many instead of 
a few. ae oe ee 


“In the report recently issued by the 
commission it was stated that the op- 
portunity for giving adequate width to 
Olive street was not altogether lost, and 
that, by establishing building lines: 15 
feet back on either side, to which all 
future structures should conform, values 
which are now at a very low ebb would 
undergo a considerable appreciation. 


“Property owners on Olive street ap- 
parently have not felt that such a plan 
is practicable and a majority ‘of them 
have petitioned the Board of Public 
Service to widen the roadway by taking 
three feet from the sidéwalks pn each 
side and repaving the street with wood 
blocks. The City Plan Commission’s 
opinion is that this would not serve ma- 
terially to increase traffic on Olive 
street. There would still be no room 
for a vehi¢le to pass between another 
at the curb and a street car. 

Cars Would Crowd Traffic. 

“Undoubtedly it would afford greater 
freedom of movement on the par? of the 
individual vehidle, but the lack of space 
between a trolley car and dnother ve- 
hicle negatives any hope of larger ad- 
ditions to through traffic. At no time 
of day is the trolley car traffic on Olive 
street small. During the ‘rush’ hours 
there is a car about every 40 seconds, 
while in the middle of the day a trol- 
ley car passes a given'point every min- 
ute and a half. This means that in 
‘rush’ hours the cars are less than a 
block, and at other times not exceeding 
100 feet, apart. 


“The commission is now engaged ‘in 
perfecting a system of ‘major streets’ on 
which most of the traffic of the city 
should be carried. Such a system should 
have been adopted before St. Louis 
reached its present population and ter- 
ritorial extent. The principal object of 
this plan is, first, to insure a sufficient 
number of streets of adequate width in 
sections not yet thickly built, thus try- 
ing to obviate there the mistakes here- 
tofore in other parts of town; and, sec- 
ondly, to determine the requisite widths, 
alignment and connections in districts 
now built up. 


“With this plan before it, the commis- 
sion can intelligently work toward uni- 
form methods of street improvement, 
not taking one at a time, but as a 
whole. A given improvement can then 
be undertaken without misunderstand- 
ing as to its necessity and advantage. 

Radical Thoroughfare System, 

“This plan contemplates also a sys- 
tem of, radial thoroughfares. In this 
category will come the widening and 
extension of such streets as Gravois 
avenue, Watson road,.Easton avenue, 
Natural Bridge rnpad, Florissant avenue 
and Twelfth stréet, to make them ar- 
teries from remote sections to the busi- 
ness part of the city. 

“Several steps toward the develop- 
ment of such ‘major streets’ have been 
taken. The extension of Twelfth street 
south from the viaduct to Park avenue 
has been authorized by ordinance, al- 
though unfortunately the scheme tenta- 
tively adopted does not provide for the 
most direct route nor for adequate 
width. There has been passed also an 
ordinance for the extension of Lafay- 
ette avenue into South Twelfth street. 

“If Gravois avenue had the same 


enue, and a continuation to Twelfth 
street, it would be the finest route to 
the southwest part of the city. It would 
he advisable and quite practicable. also 
to prolong Twelfth street north by wid- 
ening High street and furnishing con- 
nections into Natural Bridge road and 
Florissant avenue. 


“At least three tentative plans have 
been made for the linking of Easton av- 
enue with Morgan street somewhere 
between Beaumont street and Twenty- 
second street. This would necessitate 
the extention of Easton avenue diagon- 
ally through the block between Morgan 
street and Franklin avenue, and would 
give a direct route into the wholesale 
and retail districts: 


“These represent a few of the press- 
ing problems of street planning. 

“Rectangular streets are a necessary 
part of the general. scheme. These 
should be both north and south and east 
and west, not more than a mile apart. 
Their width and directness should lend 
them to the purpose of carrying heavy 
traffic. In the sparsely built parts of 
the city these rectangular streets should 
be established immediately to obviate

The Commission on Family Life dis- 
cussed divorce, the declining birth rate 
and sex education, and recommended 
laws. to abolish. the legal recognition 
of common-law marriage. 

The Commission on Relations With 
Japan censured ‘the anti-Japanese 
campaign,”’ which it said ts being car- 
ried on by certain American néewspa- 
rers, and presented a suggestion for a 
new immigration law which shall place 
nations on a footing of equality, yet 
which would, in practice, admit very 
few Oriental immigrants. This sugges- 
tion was for a limit on immigration 
from any country, in any year, by pro- 
viding that the number admitted shall 
be not more than 5 per ¢ent of the 
number of natives of that country who

| Report on Temperance. 

In its report the Commission on Tem- 
perance speaks of “a big fight in the 
labor federation coming soon.’’ It says: 

“Various groups in the federation have 
from time to time made an attempt to 
open the discussion, and at the conven- 
tion of the American Federation of La- 
bor in San Francisco, during Novem-

hastily withdrawn when the conse- 
quences of such action was brought 
home to the leaders of the convention. 
However, there is np doubt that, in the 
near future, the ent ses question will be 
discussed by the American Federation 
of Labor. Such» pressure is being 
orought to bear by the liquor interests 
that the federation must decide definite- 
ly where it stands. This will result in 
the bitterest fight that has ever taken 
place at any convention of the federa- 
ticn. Because of this it is supremely 
important that a campaign of education 
be engaged in (by the churches) which 
will not only furnish material for those 
who must make this fight on the floor 
ci the convention, but for the benefit of 
the rank and file of workingmen, who 
should support to the last degree the 
labor men who will be called upon to 
make this fight, and against whom all 
the bitterness of the liquor traffic will 
be hurled.”’ 

Discussing ‘‘Married Men and the 
Saloon,” the commission says: 

“It is a striking fact that married 
men spend more time in the saloon 
than single men. This is somewhat 
startling, because married life is sup- 
posed to have a sobering effect upon 
aman. Can it be that in many of 


these cases the home has failed to 
function? For let it be said with all

the emphasis possible, that in the 
last analysis the home must be the 
best substitute for the saloon. It is 
very generally true that men do not 
do their part in making the home 
what it should be from the _ social 
standpoint; and perhaps too much has 
been said about wives failing to make 
themselves and their homes more at- 
tractive, thts ‘driving their poor hus- 
bands to drink;’ but the fact remains 
that a careful student of the subject 
revealed that about twice as many 
married men go to the saloon as do 
single. men. Perhaps no satisfactory 
sclution may be found of this partic- 
ular aspect of the problem until in 
some way it be¢omes possible to pro- 
vide more cheerful homes for working 
people, in point of ventilation, light, 
Space and general] outlook. This con- 
dition must be met by men and wom- 
en of large social conceptions. It may 
be taken up by the municipality or 
the state—somebody must do it, for 
it is unfair and _  ghortsighted to 
charge up to married men and women 
social sins and omissions for which 
they are only in part responsible.”

Bryan’s suggestion of a peace deputa- 
tion to Europe was seconded, at the 
council’s afternoon session, in a speech 
by former Congressman Richard Bar- 
tholdt. He was formerly prominent in 
the international peace movement, and 
for some time after the beginning of the 
war he was active as a pre-German 
controversialist.

His audience remained 
from 12 to 1:15. He spoke on the. 
Arst commandment, which torbids the 
worship of false gods, and named nine 
false gods, divided into three groups. 
These were, first, Gold, Fashion and 
Fame; second, Ease, Intellect and 
Travel, and, third, Chance, Passion 
and Drink. And the nine, he said,

There is no difference 
between the people of St. Louis and 
Kansas City. The wave simply has 
not reached you here, 

“Here you kave had newspaper 
space,’ bought and paid for, telling 
you what a miserable failure prohi- 
bition is in Kansas. The people of 
Kansas City, neighbors of Kansas, 
know that the statement that prohi- 
Lition in Kansas is a failure is a 
lie. 


“Nine-tenths of ths voters of Kan- 
sas are for prohibition. Recently 800 
students in a school in Emovoria were 
asked hcw many had ever seen a 
saloon. Only three. They were 
asked how many had ever seen a 
drunken man in Kansas. Only eight. 
When I went into Colorado recently 
to make speeches I was urged to 
make a strong point on prohibition. 
The Democrats four years ago went 
wrong by taking the wet side. They 
wanted to get right by making it 
strong for the dry side this year. And 
they elected as their Governor a man 
who has been fighting for prohibition 
50 years. 

“I should not be surprised to see a 
prohibition constitutional amendment 
submitted by the present Congress, 
or at least by the next. If they ques- 
tion is not settled by 1920 I think 
there will be rivalry between the Re- 
publicans and Democrats to be the 
first to indorse prohibition. I expect 
to live to see this a saloonkeeperless 
nation.”  .

and that drunken men be put in cages, 
to sober up in view of the public. 

“We Must Take Sides. 

“We are face to face with legisia- 
tion,” he said. “The line has been 
drawn, and we must take sides. The pol- 
iticlans who have dodged and hopped 
about have got to face the music. We 
who believe in prohibition must get to- 
gether. If one party takes it up the 
other must, and I hope the Democrats 
will take it up first and that the Re- 
publicans will follow. That kind of 
rivalry would be good for us; it would 
mean the end of the saloon. 

“They talk about personal liberty and 
how we must not fnterfere with it. I 
tell you that the saloons cannot live ex- 
cept as they absorb the money that 
ought to go to the support of little chil- 
dren and mothers. A rising death rate 
emong little children follows the sa- 
loons, and yet your brewers, with full 
consciousness of the women and chil- 
dren they have killed—yes, they have 
Killed them—have the audacity to threat- 
en your St. Louis business men with 
bankruptcy if they dare to vote against 
the saloon.’’ 

He referred to the resolution of the 
Executive Committee of the Business 
Men’s League against the prohibition 
amendment, and the bankers, who, 
through the clearing house association, 
adopted a similar resolution, and said: 

“If you have a banker who can be 
terrorized by a brewer, you had better 
withdraw your money from that bank. A 
merchant who can be terrorized by a 
brewer does not deserve the support of 
you women, who, with your children, 
are the greatest sufferers from the 
brewer’s business. Missouri, outside of 
St. Louis, is ‘dry’ in sentiment and 
largely ‘dry’ in reality. Now, why 
should those farmers and others who 
buy St. Louis products and make your 
city rich continue to send their money 
to business men who vote for the sa- 
loon?’’ 


Duty of Church Members. 

Regarding the duty of church mem- 
bers, Bryan said: 

“If we could drive liquor from the 
homes of the respectable Christians in 
high society, we would have no trouble 
in winning this prohibition fight. 
Church people in society are less afraid 
of the criticism of their pastors than of 
the remarks of their  liquor-drinking 
and liquor-serving friends in their. so- 
cial circle.’’ 

He then returned to the Federal 
Council, to talk prohibition to the 
delegates. He spoke of the prohibi- 
tion victories in last month’s election 
as the greatest that the cause has 
ever won at one time, and toid of 
his own rebuffs in making anti-sa- 
loon speeches in Nebraska a few 
years ago, and of the prohibition vic- 
tory there in the recent election. 
“Nebraska was never so attractive to 
me before,” he commented. 

Urges Party to Hurry. 

“IT believe I can do more as a Dem- 
ocrat for this great cause than I 
could do outside the Democratic 
party,” he said, “and I encourage 
every Republican to work just as 
hard in his party, so that I can say 
to the Democrats: ‘If you don’t hur- 
ry, the Republicans will beat us to 
the dry side.’ ”’.

Anybody that thinks a man’s 
reason is reliable hasn’t been in politics 
as long as I have. Three times I found 
that there were 7,000,000 Republicans in 
this country without reason, and I'l 
wager Mr. Hughes thinks right now 
there are that many Democrats in the 
same fix.” 


Prohibition Not Mentioned. 
He said God is a mystery, but that 


fact should not keep anyone from em- 
bracing religion. Other things are equal- 
ly mysterious—a red cow that eats green 
grass and gives white milk and yellow 
butter, for instance; ‘‘vyet we don’t quar- 
rel with them, but we save our quarrels 
for the church.” 

He made no mention during this ad- 
dress of the prohibition question. Speak- 
ing of patriotistn, he said: ‘‘Don’t think 
people who seek peace are not patri- 
otic. We don’t doubt the patriotism of 
our men, and a call to arms to defend 
their country would find them respond- 
ing immediately. But we do believe 
that God made man fag a higher pur- 
pose than to be shot down by his fellow 
man in settling difficulties.” 

This statement was greeted by much 
applause, although the audience had 
heen requested before the start of the 
meeting not to applaud in any manner 
in the church.

BIG STORE DELIVERIES 


In considering the efficiency of 
motor delivery for any rétail estab- 
lishment, it {s natural to turn first 
to the department\storé, whose de- 
livery system miust encompass every 
‘rook and corner, not only of the city 
but of its suburbs. Weather must 
make no difference, for the goods 
must be dolivered. 

“The growth of our pusiffess has 
literally demanded the use of motor 
trucks,” was the reason yiven by 
F. Z Solomon, superintendent of Fa- 
mous & Barr Co., for 8o extensive ‘an 
adoption of motor delivery by his 
firm. It was a question of service to 
customers and of “on time” délivery. 

Famous & Barr Co. operates a fleet 
of 20 trucks—two electrics, . three 
heavy duty gas trucks and 15 light 
delivery truckg. In their delivery sys- 
tem the city is divided into three dis- 
tricts, each having a relay barn to 
which the goods for that district are 
sent, there to be apporsioned to the 
scores of routes. 

“Getting the goods away from the 


Solomon, “and without our large 
trucks and trailers the congestion at 
this point in our delivery would de- 
moralize our entire system. With a 
truck for each relay barn, the goods 
arrive in the neighborhood of their 
final destination with a dispatch that 
would be impossible with any horse 
system. 

“We did not adopt trucks until 
forced to make the ohange,” said 
Solomon. “When we find one of our 
wagons having troublé-in delivering 
the goods on a route we know that 
the truck is the only remedy. One 
by one the horses have gone, uritil 
now they remain only in the most 
congested districts. | e 

“Another department in which mo- 
tor delivery has proved most success- 
ful is in the handling of goods for 
special delivery. By systematizing 
this we have not \only greatly de- 
creased the cost but have been able 
to broaden its scope and Mmcrease its 
efficiency. We now use motor trucks 
exclusively in handling ‘specials.’ 

“Our trucks have done their work 
without faltering and their dependa- 
bility has been one of the strongest 
arguments in their favor. They are 
on the job substantially all the time 
and we haye found that with proper 
care we can count on them day or 
night, rain or shine.” 

,_ As to the relative cost between 
horses and trucks, Mr. Solomon could 
give no accurate figures, as in their 
cost system they are not kept sep- 
arate. ‘It was his estimate that 30 
wagons with 90 men and boys would 
be required to do they work of the 
17 trucks used in the’delivery from 
the relay barns. 

‘In the delivery system of any store, 
the question of increasing its effi- 
clency is far more important than 


pense. While motor delivery may 
have reduced our expenses, it was not 
that which caused its adoption,” was 
the way Mr. Solomon summed up the 
situation. 

“There is a truck just suited for 
each piece of work. In the very con- 
gested district the electric will te 
the solution. Where the hauls are 
long or the ioads heavy, it will be the 
gas truck. Ultimately the horse must 
give way to the more efficient motor 
truck.”

would be seemingly to yield to the 
duress and coercion of Germany's 
enemies, which have proclaimed their 
intention of forcing a greater democ- 
racy upon the empire in the effort 
to destroy the supremacy of the mili- 
taristic caste. 

Although 11 separate interroga- 
tories have been addressed to the 
German Government by neutral na- 
tions regarding the re-erection of 
Belgium, Germany has declined to 
give any assurance on that point, 
and while in the Chancellor’s speech 
of a few days ago he disavowed any 
original intention on the part of the 
empire to seize Belgium, he gave no 
undertaking as to the present intent 
or plan. 

There is strong sentiment in Ger- 
many today that her future will lie 
bound up with that of Russia and 
Japan, forming a “Dreibund of Dis- 
content.” Within the last few weeks 
emissaries of Germany and Russia 
have met secretly for the purpose 
of bringing the two countries to- 
gether, and though nothing has thus 
developed the Germans, whose in- 
fluence has always been strong in 
Russia, still have hope. 

The War’s Objectives. 

In a statement which I prepared 
with the approval of Dr. Zimmer- 
mann, whose appointment to the 
secréetaryship of Foreign Affairs was 
announced a few days ago, and which 
was submitted to the Chancellor, the 
Germans answer the question, “Why 
do we fight?” by saying, “We fight 
for our existence as a nation.” The 
claim is made that Germany has di- 
yorced herself: from any*thought of 
conquest, and that she is now fight- 
ing defensively—fighting, she says, 
for the right to live and to grow. 

In German eyes the nations aligned 
against her are actuated by more 
selfish motives. The statement 
reeds: 

“France publicly declared her in- 
tention of possessing Alsace-Lor- 
raine; Russia is bent upon seizing 
Buropean Turkey; Italy demands a 
part of the Austro-Hungarian realm; 
Rumania, too, has covetous eyes upon 
our allies’ land—in short, all the 
allies are similarly actuated, while 
England’s aims are the most mon- 
strous of all—she is bent upon crush- 
ing Germany wholly and wiping her 
from the face of the earth.”

HAVRE, France, Dec. 4. 


ERE the American people to know ex- 
actly the behavior of the German ad- 
ministration in Belgium they would 

know that the establishment of compulsory labor, 
with deportation, is altogether = result of 
barbarity and bad faith. 

Governor-General Bissing, in an interview in 
the New York Times, dares to represent it as an 
act of humanity of Germany toward Belgium, 
and as a social duty made unavoidable by the 
necessities of war, the German Government hav- 
ing the responsibility of the administration of 
the country. According to his opinion the rea- 
sons for the deportation into Germany are as 
follows: 

All measures taken in order to supply the 
want of work were useless, because the British 
Blockade stopped the impoftation of raw ma- 
terial into Belgium, Direct assistance by 
charity is a worse social system, because it 
results in the idleness of the Belgian workmen. 

Assistance of municipalities and districts 
organizing public works was stopped, because 
those unproductive works were too heavy for 
the exhaséed Belgian budzet. 

There remained only a last resource, and this 
. was to send the Belgian workmen where fe- 

munerative work was offered, and where food 
could be obtained; that is to say, in Germany. 
Moreover, the recruiting and transportation of 
the workmen are accomplished in a very hu- 
mane manner. The Belgian workmen did hesi- 
tate to engage themselves voluntarily, by 
reason of patriotic scruples; therefore Germany 
had the duty of compelling them to work for 
their own happiness. 


German politics everywhere is described by this 
aphorism, and alWays Germany’s pretension is to 
make people happy, even in spite of themselves, 
by violence. There is only one felicity in the 
world; it has to be German, and as the world 
does not appreciate this felicity, Germany is mak- 
ing war upon it. Therefore it is not, possible to 
apply to Germany’s reason. 

The sight of the actual events in Belgium is 
for ‘the civilized world an eloquent example of 
its fate if Germany had the power to organize 
its happiness according to German methods. 


Besides the violation of its neutrality, the hor- 
rors of invasion, spoiling and devastation, Bel- 
gium, during two years of occupation, has had to 
bear, first, several thousand millions of francs of 
requisitions, only partly paid by Germany in Ger- 
man money at the rate of 1 franc 25 centimes 
for a mark; second, more than a hundred millions 
of francs ($20,000,000) of penalties; thirdly, since 
December, 1914, a monthly contribution of 40,000,- 
(00, which is now fixed at 50,000,000 monthly, and 
which has brought in Germany about a thousand 
millions of francs ($200,000,000). Moreover, it has 
to bear the ordinary taxes, established in time of 
peace, and all maintained. . 


Example to Civilized World 


Y its Machiavellian financial policy, the Ger- 
BR man Government has sequestered a great 

abundance of German marks in the Bel- 
gian banks. Having so obtained money that was 
unproductive, they seized it and sent 500,000,000 
($125,000,000) into Germany for compulsory in- 
vestment. They are willing to take the same 
way with the workmen. 

The whole German economic policy has as its 
aim to employ methodically the resources of Bel- 
gium to the benefit of German industry, and of 
the German organization of war according to the 
great plan built by Rathenau in the first week 


of the war and accepted by the Prussian War 
Office. 


According’ to this system, the greatest part of 
the stock of raw materials and the economie sup- 
plies existing in the occupied territory had to 
be brought into Germany.

Nachrichten of Feb. 26, 1916, that in the occupied

According to this rule, says he, in three months 
the occupied territory has supplied four-fifths 
of the army’s needs.

On Jan. 16, 1916, Gen. von Wendel, speaking in 
the Reichstag in the name of the Minister of War, 
admitted also that, thanks to the Rathenau prac- 
tice, great supplies of provisions had been trans- 
ported from the occupied territories into Ger- 
many. The consequence is. that if economic activ- 
ity is dead in Belgium, Germany is guilty of it. 

Germany is guilty of the, want of work of the 
Belgian manufacturers and workmen, whose rep- 
utation for industry was universally known. The 
question of the blockade is not to be taken into 
consideration, because the allies’ sole, condition 
for importation of raw materials into Belgium 
Was an absolute guarantee that they would not 
help Germany. 

The real reason the German authorities are de- 
nying their consent is that they wish to destroy 
Belgian industry, which was in close competition 
with German manufactures. Why did Gen. von 
Bissing not tellin his interview of the conditions 
offered to England in order to allow these im- 
portations? 

He says that the war has obliged Belgium and 
Germany to become one economic community, but 
he does not explain why Germany has the raw 
material and Belgium has not. If Germany does 
buy in neutral countries, why is Belgium not 
allowed to do so? Why has Germany food for its 
workmen and Belgium not?

If Gen. von Bissing does admit that there is a 
deficiency of work in Belgium, why does he say 
that the want of work is due to the idleness and ill 
will of Belgian workmen? These conspirations 
show. that the precarious situation in Belgium is 
due to the will of Germany. 


The German Governor says he was struggling 
against the stoppage of work, but the real truth 
is that the workmen were assisted directly by 
the Belgians themselves, with the help of 25,000,- 
000 francs ($5,000,000), which the Belgian Gov- 
ernment has allowed monthly for 25 months past. 


On the other hand, _ Belgian municipalities 
and districts did organize assistance for them by 
labor, resolving on great works of common utility, 
but these efforts were partly paralyzed by the Ger- 
mans, who have stopped these works under the 
false pretense of saving the money for the Bel- 
{ sian budget. Nevertheless, they have presently 
[een bee the origina] war contribution of 40,000,- 
000 monthly to 50,000,000. 


Having so exhausted Belgium, Germany is or- 
ganizing universal deportations and compulsory 
labor, under the pretense of social hygiene and 
philanthropy.

[H umanity Outraged,Not Observed | 
T is a shameful falsehood to say that humanity 
| and justice are observed i the recruiting 

and transporting of workmen. More than a 
hundred thousand people, from 17 years old up- 
ward, without limit of age, were taken without 
distinction between those who had work and 
those who had not. With savage brutality some 
who were working in factories and even persons 
of independent social condition were taken. 


Housed like cattle, guarded by armed soldiers, 
those poor people are waiting during long hours 
in the rain and wind for the humiliating exami- 
nation of an officef who takes no consideration 
of what the cities’ authorities say. There is no 
legal definition of what the Germans mean by 
‘stoppage of work.” There is no recourse and no 
jurisdiction to which to appéal against the de- 
cision. 


When all is finished the poor people are gath- 
ered in a flock, surrounded by soldiers and 
headed toward the stations through a city in 
mourning, amidst the sobs and tears of thousands 
of women and children. No witness can remain 
unmoved before those heartrending scenes. 


They are often transported in cattle trucks or 
vans. We can imagine what will be their lot 
in Germany, without defense or protection. An 
article published in the Cologne Gazette of Nov. 
24, as well as the Governor, affirms that deported 
workmen will be allowed to return home to visit 
their parents. But Gen. Hurt, German Governor 
of the Belgian province of Brabant, in an official 
letter to the Lord Mayors of the province, says: 

“T insist that workmen once deported into Ger- 
many will not be allowed to come back home. Only 
in exceptional circumstances of extreme urgency, 
or justified by undeniable reasons, an authoriza- 
tion will be given.” 

Exasperation and hate have arrived at their 't- 
most in Belgium’s feelings, and patriotism is ex- 
alting her evermore. On Nov. 15 King Albert’s 
dedication day, the te deum in the Brussels 
churches was an occasion of thrilling enthusiasm. 
Imménse crowds sang with the organ the Belgian 
national song and shouted: “Long live the King!

Food and Other Life Supplies. 


Germany may be suffering privation, 
but she is not starving and she will not 
Starve. Through ration cards issued 
against State food depots, she has or- 
ganized her resources in such a way as 
to secure sufficient and equitable dis- 
tribution throughout the empire. Her 
preparations are such that even with 
abnormally bad harvests she could last 
for years yet. It is easy *~ buy lux- 
uries in the country, but extremely dif- 
ficult to buy the necessities. The Gov- 
ernment permits the sale of these only 
when an actual need exists. So far re- 
moved from actual want {s the empire 
that soup kitchens which have been 
established in the various big centers of 
population are scantily patronized. 

The belief of the people in the incon- 
quorability of their arms is supreme. 
From the purely military standpoint, 
Germany believes that if the war were 
to be stopped today she would be the 
overwhelming victor. In proof of this 
she points out that she holds 11,600 
square miles of Belgium, 8400 in France, 
112,000 in Russia, 34,800 in Servia, 5600 in 
Montenegro. Against this total of 172,100 
square miles, not including the immense 
mileage won in Falkenhayn’s Rumanian 
campaign, the general staff admits that 
France holds 400 square miles of Alsa- 
tian territory and that Russia has 8400 
miles in Galicia and Bukowina. It should 
be said that Germany has lost almost 
all her great African colonies, that a 
part of Turkey is held by Russia and a 
Tsmall part of Austria is in Itallan hands 


Somme Offensive. 

The statement was made to me by the 
general staff that the Anglo-French of- 
fensive on the Somme had failed; that 
the allies cannot break through. Nor 
do the Germans delude themselves into 
believing that the test on the west 
front is merely physical; they know 
that the fight is a spiritual one, and he 
who keeps his spirit aflame will prove 
the final winner. ._ 

The Germans have now a total almost 
of 1,700,000 prisoners in the empire.- Ac- 
cording to the figures I got in Berlin, 
total German casualties are in the 
neighborhood of 2,700,000, of which about 
1,100,000 forms the net permanent loss. 

Germany lays emphasis upon the fa:t 
that Britain was the first to order the 
internment of alien civilians and that it 
was only after England imprisoned 
something like 26,000 Germans that Ger- 
many put into concentration camps the 
6000 English living in the German ‘em- 


pire. 
Occupied Lands. 


The great problem in Belgium is the 
refusal of the native to work. This has 
caused the Germans to adopt the vast 
scale of deportation that is now being 
put in force. Neither France nor Bel- 
gium is happy under the military occu- 
pancy, but apart from the deportations 
the German rule, severe, suspicious, 
ruthless at times, carries with it a sense 
of responsibility to the subject peoples 
which any fair observer must admit. It 
is a common thing to see displayed in 
Belgium pictures of King Albert and his 
family, and in captive France photo- 
graphs of President Poincare and Gen. 
Joffre. 

The commission for relief in Belgium 
plays a large part in the feeding of both 
the Belgians and the French. There is 
actually a greater variety of food in 
Belgium todsy than there is in Ger- 
many. 

The plight of the Polish, Lithuanian 
and Galician peoples is the worst of all 
in distressed Europe. They live in a No 
Man’s Land, and relief is extremely dif- 
ficult to get to them because of the re- 
strictions the allies have placed upon the 
shipment of supplies, owing to the refus- 
al of Germany to make the agreement as 
to their disposition demanded by the al- 
lies. The American Jews are doing a 
great work in this section: so, too, is 
the Rockefeller War Relief Commission. 
The Rockefeller relief is also busying it- 
self in an effort to presrve European 
posterity by saving the lives and the 
healths of the prisoners.

The trouble with 
our public men in Missouri is that 
they all want something else, and all 
believe that they can get ft only by 
conciliating the rural vote.” That is 
probably a great fallacy, but it is 
mighty popular among Governors 
and State Boards of Equalization. 
The fact probably is that if some 
Governor would show the farmers of 
Missouri the impractibility of run- 
ning a State on the® plan of making 
the cities pay and letting the coun- 
try off, they would as like as not 
consent to bear their share of the 
burden. Farmers are nothing like 
80 poor as they were. They have 
sold their crops the past two years 
for war prices, and when they hav 

not had crops ‘to sell they have seth 
the allies horses and mules at a 
couple of prices. They are perhaps 
in much more of a tax-paying mood 
than they were the last time one of 
our faint-hearted Boards of Equali- 


zation decided. not to do anything 
about the present unequal situation. 
There are counties in Missouri which 
collect less taxes for school8S than 
are given them by the State. There 
are more tax assessors wearing 
blinders out in Missouri today than 
were formerly worn by driving 
horses. This is what ails Missouri’s 
finances, and the first Governor who 
draws his belt up tight and takes 
that bull by the horns will end for- 
ever the long reign of cowardice 
which has permitted such a situa- 
tion to develop. The secret of pop- 
ular government in Missouri in this 
and all other respects is to elect to 
public office old men who know they 
are going to die before they can get 
something else.

Artists’ Guild. Fuertes is probably 
the greatest bird artist this country 
has had since Audubon. The pic- 
tures he has sent here are original 
sketches in color. They will be here 
for some weeks, and it is to be hoped 
that every local bird lover will have 
seen them by the time they leave. 
We have all. seen an occasional 
Fuertes here and there, but to see 
a whole gallery filled with them in 
the likeness of life is too much of a 
treat to miss it. Do. you know, by 
the way, that one of the sincerest 
naturalists in the United States died 
in St. Louis the other day? He was 
Julius Hurter Sr., one of the foun- 
ders of the St. Louis Naturalists’ 
Club, and known the world over 
among his kind. Mr. Hurter’s pur- 
suit of his hobby sometimes attained 
the height of romance. For in- 
stance, he hunted lizards with his 
little cane shotgun through the ruins 
of the Alhambra and over the sides 
of the Pyramids! He knew more 
about the asp which bit Cleopatra 


than the court physician who treated 
that royal, patient., In his latter 
years he had both the means and 
the leisure to do what he would. 
He went to Arizona for a specimen 
of the celebrated sidewinder rattle- 
snake. He crawled through the 
gloom of the great caves in quest of 
the strange salamanders dwelling in 
those damp depths. His “Herpetol- 
ogy of Missouri,” like Dr. Widmann’s 
“Manual of the Birds of Missouri,” 
must forever constitute the ground 
work of what is hereafter done in 
Missouri along those lines. Those 
sincere gentlemen, each loving. his 
science, put into their books what a 
lifetime of observation and study 
had taught them, and they were the 
pioneers in this- particular field. 
Birds, by the way, are much better 
appreciated as a national asset in 
this country today than they were 
a few years ago, and some fine or- 
ganized work is being done for their 
preservation.

Melbourne’ Likes. Our Regula- 
tions as Regards Motor 
Vehicles. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MELBOURNE, Austrailia, Nov. 1—St. 

Louls traffic laws are being used as a 
guide by the police department of Mel- 
bourne in framing a series of automo- 
bile. regulations for this city. 
“Until recently motor traffic tn -Mel- 
beurne was practically unregulated. The 
steady increase in the number of cars, 
however, has compelled the authorities 
tu give attention to this traffic. Among 
the data gathered by the police official 
in charge, a pamphlet summarizing the 
St. Louis regulations, supplied by an 
American temporarily living here, has 
found particular favor. The St. Louis 
law requiring horse-drawn -vehicles to 
carry tail lights visible for 300 feet, and 
that forbidding a motor car to run 
abreast of a street car that is discharg- 
ing passengers, have been cited as mod- 
eis in a local newspaper, and it is likely 
that similar rules will be adopted here. 
The Missouri statutes respecting auto- 
mobiles and the Joplin ordinances are 
also being studied by the police, 

With great sweeps of country wun- 
touched by railroads, Australia is find- 
ing the motor’ car of increasing /value 
in the rura] sections, known as the 
“back blocks."” Most of the cars being 
sold here now are of American make. 
In view of the economy made necessary | 
by the war, and of the heavy import 
duty—50 per cent—the lighter, cheaper 
makes are preferred. A great influx of 
cars is expected after the war, both in 
the city and the country districts, and it 
is in preparation for this that the City 
of Melbourne is now engaged in a study 
of traffic regulations.

the League to 

Enforce Peace is limited to the establishment of a league 
of nations after the present world war shall end. We are — 
deeply interested in bringing thie war to a close, and we™ 
should rejoice in successful mediation, but our plan, in order 
to be useful, we limit to the steps to be taken when pedce 
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i. “ceases. The league was organized on Bunker Hill day, June 7, 1915, in 


Independence Hall, Philadelphia. Its program contemplates a treaty be- 


2 tween the great Powers of the world, by which the signatories agree to 
be bound to four obligations: 


ff. That all questions arising between the members of the league 
shall be submitted to a judicial tribunal for hearing and judgment. 

2. That- all questions which cannot be settled on principles of 
law and equity shall be submitted to @ Council of Conciliation for 
hearing, and a recommendation of compromise. 

3. That if any member of the league commits acts of hostility 
against another member, before the question between them shall be 

 gubmitted as provided in the first two articles, the remainder of the 
members of the league shall joint- 
ly use forthwith their economic- 
and military forces against the 
member prematurely resorting to 
war and in favor of the member 
prematurely attacked. 

-h. That congresses between the 
members of the league shall be held 
from time to time to formulate and 
codify rules of international law 
to govern the relations between 
the members of the league unless 
some member of the league shail 
signify its dissent within a stated 
period. 


With respect to the first proposal, 
involving the submission of all questions 
at issue of a legal nature to a permanent 
International Court, it is sufficient to 
point out that the proposal is practical 
and is justified by precedent. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States, ex- 
ercising the jurisdiction conferred on it 
by the Constitution, sits as a permanent 
international tribunal to decide issues 
between the States of the Union. The 
law governing the settlement of most of 
the controversies between the states can- 
not be determined by reference to the 
Constitution, to statutes of Congress, or 
to the legislation of the. states. Should 
Congress in such cases attempt to enact 
laws, they would be invalid. The only 
law which applies is that which applies 
between independent Governments—to 
wit, international law. 

But, it is said, such a precedent lacks 
force here because the states are re- 
strained from going to war with each 
other by the power of the National Gov- 
ernment. Admitting that this qualifies 
the precedent to some extent, we need 
go no further than Canada to find a com- 
plete analogy and a full precedent. There 
is now sitting a permanent Court, con- 
sisting of three Americans and three 
Canadians, to settle the principles of 
international law that apply to the use 
of rivers constituting a boundary be- 
tween the two countries and of rivers 
crossing the boundary. The fact is, we 
have got so into the habit of arbitration 


with Canada that no reasonabie person on 


not be resorted to. Our 
ambition is not to propose 
a plan the perfect working 


out of which will absolutely prevent war; first, because we do not think 
such a plan could work perfectly, and, second, because we are willing to 
concede that there may be governmental and international injustice which 
cannot be practically remedied except by force. If, therefore, after a full 
discussion and decision by impartial judges of a recommendation by 
earnest, sincere and equitable compromisers, a people still thinks that it 
must vindicate its rights by war, we do not attempt in this plan to prevent 


it by force. 


Having thus explained what the plan is, let us consider the objections 
which have been made to it. 

The first objection is that in a dispute between two members of the 
league it would be practically difficult to determine which one was the 
aggressor and which one, therefore, in fact began actual hostilities. There 
may be some trouble in this, I can see, but what we are dealing with is a 
working hypothesis, a very general plan> One can suggest that an In- 


ternational Council engaged in an attempt to mediate the differences might 


easily determine for the league which nation was at fault in beginning 
hostilities. It would doubtless be necessary where some issues arise to

require a maintenance of the status quo 
until the issues were submitted and de- 
cided in one tribunal or the other; but 
it does not seem to me that these sug- 
gested difficulties are insuperable or may 
not be completely governed by a detailed 
procedure that of course must be fixed 
before the plan of the league shall be- 
come operative. 


The second objection is to the use 
of the economic boycott and the army 
and the navy to enforce the oblications 
entered into by the mémbers of the 
league by the recalcitrant member. I 
respect the views of pacifists and those 
who advocate the doctrine of nonresis- 
tance as the-only Christian doctrire: but 
it seems to me that in the necessity of 
preserving our civilization and saving 
our country’s freedom and individual 
liberty maintained now for 125 years, we 
have no right to assume that we have 
passed beyond the period in history when 
nations are affected by the same frailties 
and the same temptations to cupidity, 
cruelty and injustice as men. In our 
domestic communities we need a police 
force to protect the innocent and the 
just against the criminal and the unjust, 
and to maintain the guarantee of life, 
liberty and property. The analogy be- 
tween the domestic community and that 
of nations is sufficiently close to justify 
and require wat is in fact an interna- 
tional police force. The time has not yet 
come when we can afford to give up the 
threat of the police and the use of force 
to back up and sustain the obligation of 
moral duty. 


The third objection is that it would 
be unconstitutional for the United States, 
through its treaty-making power, to enter 
into such a league. The objection is 
based on the fact that the Constitution 
vests in Congress the power to declare 
war. It is said that this league would 
transfer the power to declare war away 
from Congress to some fo 3ign council, 
in which the United States would only 
have a representative. This objection 
grows out of a misconception of the effect 
of a treaty and a confusion of ideas. The 
United States makes its contract with 
other nations under the Constitution 
through the President and two-thirds of 


the Senate, who constitute the treaty-making power. The President and 
the Senate have a right to bind the United States to any contract with 
any other nation covering the subject matter within the normal field of 
treaties. For this purpose the President and the Senate are the United 
States. When the contract comes to be performed the United States is 
to perform # through that department of the Government which by the 
Constitution should perform it, and should represent the Government 


and should act for it.

Such a plan has been fcrmulated by Nelson Cunliff, 
Commissioner of Parks and Recreation, and is embodied 
in his annual report to the Department of Public Wel- 
fare as a needed improvement to our park system. The 
recommendation contemplates the appropriation of only 
$1000 to put the plan in operation for the first year, 
ard the Park Commissioner believes the board will 
look with favor upon the project. 


tants of St. Louis earn less than $125 a month, and 
consequently these people cannot afford to maintain a 
cottage at an out-of-town resort. They live in the 
thickly populated districts and see littie of outdoor life. 
About half of this number get vacations of from 3 to 
21 days. The income being insufficient to take the en- 
tire family along, it is then possible only for the head 
of the family to take a trip if he so desires. 

“My plan,” the Commissioner explained, “embraces 
five propositions: 

“Fort Bellefontaine; on the river, about 15 miles from 
the Courthouse; the Water Department property at 
Chain of Rocks, 11 miles from the Courthouse: Jeffer- 
son Barracks or the Koch Hospital property, both about 
11 miles from the Courthouse, or Chesley Island, which 
is about 20 miles below St. Louis, on the Mississippi.” 

Any. of these places, he asserts, could be utilized for 
tent or bungalow sites to accommodate several hundred 
families and all offer facilities for fishing, boating, 
swimming and other outdoor sports, while all but Ches- 
ley Island have city water, electric lights and sewerage 
systems to bring the tent or bungalow up to date. 

Mr. Cunliff proposes to set aside for each person or 
family one-fourth of an acre of ground; to provide tents 
with floors, which will be rented at a dollar or two a 


and to supervise the whole with attaches of the park 
and recreation department. . 

He called attention to a privately operated enterprise 
in Kansas City, on the Blue River, where a boat club 
rents ground and gives electric lights for $2 a month 
to campers in tents and shacks, hundreds of whom 
spend the summers out there, as one example of what 
might be accomplished on a larger scale in St. Louis. 
And despite the fact that this is a private enterprise 
operated for profit, Kansas City, owing to the popular- 
ity of the little river and its recreational advantages, 
has voted a bond issue of $100000 to improve the 
stream. 

Mr. Cunliff favors the Fort Bellefontaine site, which 
has 365 acres of beautiful rolling and wooded land, only 
65 acres of which are utilized by the Industrial School. 
It is near the Burlington bridge over the Missouri River 
and from its hills offers one of the most picturesque 
views in the Middle West. 

If the Departme:.t of Public Welfare approves the 
idea, Mr. Cunliff said, he will go to work at once to 
perfect his plan and put it in operation next summer, 
with possibly 200 families for the first year, and from 
this number work out a larger plan for the following 
year.

plied to the argument by saying: 
“Look here, Abe. The best thing you can do is to 
burn that and not tell anybody you ever wrote it.” 
With that My. Hill took the manuscript from Lincoln’s 
hand and threw it into the fire. It is not remembered 
that Lincoln was particularly disturbed by this sum- 
mary disposition of his argument. 


The grievance of Vandalia against Abraham Lincoln 
has been ameliorated by time. It was acute 75 years 
ago. At that time the residents of the ancient capital 
of Illinois did not smile as they gazed at the windows 
of the room in which the Representatives sat. One 
window in particular became historic. It is there. to- 
day, the sill about 14 feet from the ground. Three 
generations of Vandalians and thousands of visitors 
have stood in the courthouse yard, imagining” how 
Abraham Lincoln looked as he hung by his long arms 
from that window sill, and how far his long legs had 
to drop to reach the ground. 

The two houses of the Legislature that memorable 
winter were trying to determine whether Vandalia 
should hold the capital, while Springfield was trying to 
capture it One morning the presiding officer suddenly 
laid before the members the question of capital loca- 
tion. The Vandalia members to a man were in their 
seats. Several supporters of Springfield had gone to 
their homes. A hurried canvass showed the Springfield 
members their side was in the minority. There was 
only one way to beat Vandalia, and that was to break 
the quorum. The Springfield men looked toward the 
aoor, and there stood the sergeant-at-arms with a force 
which made exit impossible. 

Lincoln nodded to his friends, turned and hurried 
to the window. Before his purpose was understood and 
before the officers of the House could reach him, Lincoln 
stepped out on the sill, let himself down until he hung 
by his hands and dropped to the ground. Several other 
Springfield men followed. Those who remained raised 
the point of no quorum. Near the close of the session, 
the Legislature voted to remove the capital to Spring- 
field. — 

The old resident of Alton takes the visitor to the 
river bank in front of the city hall and points across 
the river to an island heavily wooded with willows. On 
Sept. 22, 1842, the stage coaches rattled down the long 


uf 


valley through the bluffs at Alton and unloaded an 
extraordinary passenger list at the Piasa Hotel. James 
Shields, the State Auditor, stepped from one coach with 
several well-known Springfield Democrats. Another 
vehicle delivered Abraham Lincoin, E. H. Berryman and 
William Butler. When a bundle of the great, clumsy 
cavalry sabers of that day was lifted carefully down 
from the coach and carried into the hotel, the onlookers 
began to exchange excited cemments. All over town 
went the rumor that a duel was coming off. “Jim” 
Shields had challenged “Abe” Lincoln and they were 
going across the river to fight on Missouri soil with 
broadswords. 

Lincoln and Shields, with their seconds and surgeons, 
and an attendant carrying the bundles of sabers, left 
the hotel and walked down Piasa street to the river 
bank, where was tied a ferry boat with paddle wheels 
driven by horses. Expeditious as the movement was, 
the Altonians, old and young, had anticipated it, with- 
out any aid from the modern telephone. The street 
was full of people, and hundreds stood on the river 
bank. There was difficulty in limiting the number of 
passengers on the ferry boat. The town constable was 
taken along. Friends who were trying to fix up the 
trouble pressed on board. One newspaper man secured 
passage. He was “Bill” Souther, a printer on the Alton 
Telegraph and Democratic Review. 

As soon as the ferry reached the island, Mr. Lincoln 
was taken in one direction and Mr. Shields in another. 
They were given seats on logs and left to themselves 
while seconds and peacemakers discussed the situa- 
tion. A.serious defect in the proceedings on the part 
of Shields came to light. Lincoln had amused himself 
and entertained the Whigs by writing funny ‘letters to 
a Springfield paper about the Democrats and signing 
his epistles “Aunt Rebecca.” -Mary Todd, who after- 
wards became Mrs. Lincoln, and Julia Jayne conspired 
to add to the gayety of the community by getting up 
an “Aunt Rebecca” letter of their own and sending it 
to the paper. The letter went outside of politics and 
contained a burlesque proposal of marriage to Auditor 
Shields. The Auditor, afterwards a General in two 
wars and a United States Senator from three states, 
was a fiery young man. While Springfield laughed, 
Shields. began an investigation. He demanded of the 
editor the name of the author of the letter, and when 
the girls became frightened, Lincoln said to the editor:

Holding the blade by the back, Lincoln 
looked closely at the edge, and then, after the manner 
of one who has been grinding a scythe or corn knife, 
he began to feel the edge gingerly with the ball of his 
thumb. By this time “Bill” Souther was tremendously 
interested. 


Holding the saber by the handle, Lincoln stood up 


and looked about him. He evidently saw what he was 
looking for in a willow tree several feet away. Raising 
the mighty weapon with his long arm, Lincoln reached 
up and clipped one of the topmost twigs of the willow.

in the room in which I slept, and 15 more were killed 
upstairs.. When the ceiling gave way, and the torn, 
horrible bodies of the men that had been killed in the 
room above came tumbling down on me, I lest my mind 
and ran into the streets with my hands over my head, 

In the street I met a Belgian offif@y gnda.the two of 
us ran up the strect like deers. Suddenly another shell 
roared past over our heads like an express train. The 
rush of air clapping to behind it knocked us flat on our 
faces. Then we sprinted out of that town. When we 
felt ourselves to be safe we attempted to light cigars, . 
and our hands shook so that we used up haif a box 
of matches doing it. 

My last narrow escape was in July, 1916, on the 
Somme. I can’t tell a great deal about it, except that 
it was one of the greatest rows possible, and that if a 
man wanted éxcitement, that was the place for him. I 
was cranking my movie machine behind the British 
trenches, and getting some great pictures, when a shell 
exploded somewhere in my vicinity, knocked the camera 
all galley west—and I woke up later with a fractured 
skull. But here I am. I’m getting used to it, and I 
like it, and that’s the reason I'm going back.

trained men within two months, we would 
have all the force needed to do our part 
of the police work in resisting the unlaw- 
ful aggression of any one member of the 
league against another. 

Fourth, it has been urged that for us 
to become a party to this league is to 
give up the Monroe Doctrine, under 
which we ought forcibly to resist any 
attempt on the part of Buropean or 
Asiatic Powers to subvert an independent 
Govérnment in the Western Hemisphere, 
or to take from such a Government any 
substantial part of its territory. It is a 
sufficient answer to this objection to say 
that a question under the Monroe Doc- 
trine would come under that class of is- 


from European disputes, it was an isola- 
tion which does not now exist. 

In addition to the Philippines and 
Hawaii, we own Porto Rico with a million 
people, 1500 miles out at te from Florida, 
and we owe to those péople protection at 
home and abroad, as they owe allegiance 
to us. We have guaranteed the integrity 
of Cuba, and have reserved the right to 
enter and maintain the guaranty of life 
and property and to repress insurrection 
in that island. Since originally turning 
over the island to its people we have had 
once to return there and restore peace 
and order. We have on our southern 
border the international nuisance of 
Mexico, and nobody can foresee the com- 
plications that will arise out of the 


present world relations with those which 
we had in Washington’s time. It would 
seem clear that the conditions have so 


changed as to justify a seeming depart- 


ure from advice directed to such a dif- 
ferent state of things. 

One may reasonably question whether 
the United States by uniting with the 


other great Powers to prevent the recur- 


rence of a future world war may not risk 
less in assuming the obligations of a 
member of the league than by refusing 
to become a member in view of her 
world-wide interests. But even if the 
risk of war to the United States would 
be greater by entering the league than 
by staying out of it, does not the United 
States have a duty as a member of the 


family of nations to do its part and run 
its necessary risk to make less probable 
the coming of such another war and such . 
another disaster to the human race? 
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sies which mast be submitted to a 
Council of Conciliation.

The conversation turned upon 
Lincoln’s early love affairs, 
and Mrs. Hill was asked about 
the story of Ann Rutledge, 
over whose death, it was 
claimed, Lincoln’s mind be- 
came unhinged. 

“Lincoln visited at the Rut- 
ledges,” said Mrs Hill, “and he 
may have thought a good deal 
of Ann. She died of consump- 
tion, and after her death there 
was a long rainy spell. Some 
of Lincoln’s friends at that 
time thought he was a little 
unbalanced, or at any rate they 
were afraid he would become 
so. I never thought he was so 
deeply interested in Ann Rut- 
. ledge, for it wasn’t very long 
after she died that he was 
courtigg Mary Owens, a girl 
who came from Kentititky to 
visit her sister, Betsy Ables. I 
don’t think they ever became 
really engaged, but Mr. Lincoln 
thought a great deal of her, I 
expect. He used to write her 
long after he went to Spring- 
field.” 


J. F. Willson of Tallula, 
near Petersburg, recalled an 
incident of Lincoln’s survey- 
ing. A line was being run not 
far from where the town of 

._ Tallula now is. 

“It struck a sugar tree in 
the center,” Mr. Willson said. 
“As was the custom, the tree 

was marked with three hacks, ‘fore and aft,’ as the 
description ran. Some of the chain bearers bantered 
the party to show who could make the highest hack on 
the trunk of the tree. After the others had done their 
best, Lincoln took the ax handle by the end, and reach- 
ing up, made a. hack much higher than any of the 
others. The tree stood for more than 30 years after- 
wards, and was pointed out to visitors with Lincoln’s 
high hack still upon it. That tree fell soon after Lin- 
coln was assassinated. I am not superstitious. I only 
mention the coincidence.”

Upon “Lincoln, the railsplitter,” the Douglas men 
rang the changes through the senatorial campaign of 
1858. Two years later the Republicans accepted the 
challenge and exploited “Lincoln, the railsplitter,” in 
convention and in campaign, with speech and song, 
story and emblem. Then the biographers, one after 
another, made much of “Lincoln, the railsplitter. ™ 

The winter he was 21 Abraham Lincoln did split 
rails on his Uftcle Hank’s farm, near Decatur. Of that 
job he told when he was asked about his railsplitting 
experiences. Coming back from a trip with a boat load 
of vorn and pork to New Orleans, Lincoln entered upon 
his Salem days. 

Uncle Johnny Potter, who was for many 
years regarded as the dest authority on 
traditions of Lincoln’s life in Salem, could 
not remember that there was much rail 
splitting. 

“Lincoln may have helped split rails when 
| he was visiting some of the neighbors,” 

Uncle Johnny said; “but he didn’t make 
his living by it, as they said afterwards 
when he was running for President. I be- 
lieve Abe and George Close took a job to 
cut 1000 rails for somebody over the river 
one time, but that is about the only time I 
remember of Lincoln splitting rails.” 


All of the time Lincoln was living the 
life of the neighborhood in Salem, he was 
reading, studying and thinking. As a result 
of his thinking Lincoln advanced views or 
suggestions which formed the basis of the 

_ Salem tradition that he was an infidel. 

He was a Bible student at the time. One 
day he startled the crowd gathered in the 
principal store of Salem by producing a 

i manuscript and reading his argument that

RACTICAL jokers had better beware, for an 
alienist of 50 years’ experience in the med- 
ical profession, the greater part of which 
time was devoted to careful observation and 
study of the mentally unbalanced, finds that 
often these pests are really of unsound mind 
and fit subjects for an asylum. This does 

not indicate, however, that all jokers are lunatics, not- 

withstanding that it might be difficult at times to con- 

vince one of their victims that his tormenter is not a 

fool. But abnormal practices of any nature whatsoever 

make one a subject for observation by the expert on 
mentality, so it might be well to pause and examine 

) one’s self for traits that might lead to an unhappy end. 
It does not follow that brilliant mental achievements 

along one line are an indication of mental poise, the 

alienist finds during his researches, for one May pos- 
sess a lucid mentality and yet not be mentally tranquil 
and responsible. And, though many persons frequently 

“act foolish,” often to the amusement, but more fre- 

quently to the despair, of others, the mind specialist 

holds that feigning insanity is the most difficult of all 
deceptions. 

The foregoing’ are some of the conclusions of Dr. 
Allan McLane Hamilton, the noted alienist, who has 
written a book, ‘‘Kecollections of an Alienist’’ (Doran), 
setting forth in vivid style his experience in this work 
during the past 5€ years. “Dr. Hamilton has observed 
and examined many noted persons and criminals for 
mental disorder, and is, therefore, qualified to discuss 
the mental capacity of some of those who in the past 
have figured conspicuotisly in the news. 

Dealing with the assassins of Presidents, John Wilkes 
Booth, Charles Julius Guiteau and Leon F. Czolgosz, Dr. 
Hamilton expresses the conviction that Booth and Czol- 
gosz were undoubtedly insane, while Guiteau was a

Had Gentleman 
Joe not carried the thing teo far, he might have 
escaped detection to ply his “jokes” in a milder 
form through life. 

Dr. Hamilton found no trace of mental disorder 
in Mrs. Eddy. On the contrary, the founder of 
Christian Science was exceptionally lucid mentally, 
considering her years. The doctor writes of his 
visit to determine the state of her mind: 

“I found Mrs. Eddy seated at a small table on which 
were a vase of flowers and a book or 
two. She was an erect, little, old 
person, dressed in black silk. At 
her throat was a small diamond 
coronet brooch, the only jewelry of 
any kind. Her white hair was worn 
in the style made familiar by her 
picture, her face was thin, as was 
her body, and she appeared to be 
slightly deaf; but when I spoke 
slowly and very distinctly, she had 
She wore 
no glasses during my visit, although 
I understood she required them at 
other times for reading. I was im- 
mediately impressed with the extraor- 
dinary intelligence shown in her 
eyes. In aged persons these are 
likely to appear dimmed, and lack- 
ing expression; with Mrs. Eddy, they 
were dark, and at times almost lumi- 
nous. Our conversation covered a 
wide range of topics. She knew, of 
course, the nature of my visit, and 
very amiably answered all my ques- 
tions bearing on her religious beliefs, 
giving me a sort of general summary 
of the Christian Science faith. It 
was a kindly talk throughout, and 
my venerable hostess manifested no 
ill-feeling against any of the ‘next 
friends’ (to whom she jokingly al- 
luded as ‘the nexters’) who were at- 
tacking her in the courts; although she appeared to be 
hurt that her granddaughter who was associated in the 
proceedings against her, was, nevertheless, a member 
of the Christian Science Church. She had an un- 
usual familiarity with business affairs, and upon being 
asked as to the investment of such funds as might come 
into her possession, said that she never bought stock or 
even railroad bonds, but watched the affairs of pros- 
perous cities and purchased: local bonds or mortgages, 
and that she had a little book of reference which gave 
her the desired informatien. 

“It had been alleged in court that she believed in 
what was cated ‘Malicious Animal 
Magnetism’ and that this was, of course, 
an insane delusion. When this was 
gone into I found that all she meant 
was that when a person really hated 
or even disHked another it was pos- 
sible, by keeping up a hostile attitude, 
to do some harm to the victim, either 
passively or actively, by word or deed. 
So there was nothing very extraordi- 
nary about all this. In her home she 
was a great deal ef a disciplinarian, 
and kept a close watch over the house 
hold expenditures, and the conduct of 
domestic affairs.” 

Shorly after his visit, Dr. Hamilton 
wrote Mrs. Eddy a request for her 
photograph. Her answer, which fol- 
lows, was a poser for the alienist: 

“] am in receipt of your kind letter 
and it would give me great pleasure to 
comply with your request that I sit for a photograph, 
were it not for the fact that latterly I have failed to 
obtain a satisfying picture of myself, and have so 
given up the effort. The solution of this failure may 
lie in this, that Christian Science depicts the real man 


or woman spiritually and not materially, hence the 
difficulty for me to obtain a photograph of that which 
You honor your profession, as an alienist, 
and meet marvelously the demands of that comprehen- 
sive title.
